The gallery itself, which 
should command a goed view of 
House. seemed to me strangely 
inadequate for the purpose. 
Every inch of space was occupied 
by men sitting and standing. 
From the back benches one could 
not hear what was going on 
beneath: and even when seated 
in the front row of boxes. where 
I was given’ a place, it was 
dificult to follow the speeches. 
In order to see what was happen- 
ingat the clerks’ table (which ‘is 
immediately beneath the gallery) 
when Lady Astor was introduced, 
T had to lean over the railing. 
learried away the impression 
that those men who should be 
most: in touch with modern 
thought. and political changes 
still think thar woman has no 
interest in anything save dress. 
No one will ever convinee me 
that the gallery did not believe 
Thad been sent amongst them 
for the express purpose of describ- 
ing Lady Astor's hat. Perhaps, 
when they hear the lady member 
making speeches on serious 
topics, and see her recording her 
vote on vital: questions, their 
ideas may undergo a change. 
Personally I do not anticipate, 
for the present, any determined 
aitempt by woman journalists to 
break down the barriers of ad- 
mission to the Press Gallery. By"

PREMICM BONDS “NOT DEAD." 
Interviewed hy a press repre- 
sentative, Mr. Bottomley, said the 
Government division on the 
question of Premium ‘Bonds inno 
way reflected the true feeling of 
the House. “ Although the Gov- 
ernment Whips were taken off, 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
made a strong speech against the 
rcheme,” said Mr. Bottomley, 
“and even efter that, when the 
House was veering back into its 
favour, Mr. Bonar Law was 
brought specially in to wind up.

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NEW THEORY OF THE 
UMVERSE. 
—~ 
TERRIBLE TIME COMING 
FOR PROFESSORS. 
Cd 

To a small ‘and distinguished 
gathering at Lord Glenconner’s 
residence recently Sir Oliver 
Lodge ‘explained the theory of 
Einstein, whose predictions were 
recently partially confirmed by 
the solar expedition and given to 
the world by the As: er 
Royal. . 

So complicated has this revolae 
onary theory proved that even 
‘ome of the most learned have 
heen confounded. In the small 
audience the new acid test was 
applied to such diverse minds a 
those of Lord Haldane, Mr. Bal- 
four,and the Bishop of London. 

Sir Oliver Lodge gave the found- 
ation of the théory in this way :—- 

So,long as matter is stationary 
with matter its motion with re- 
spect to the ether produces 
sort of optical effect. though this 
effect has been sought by observ- 
ers in the last half-century. 
‘Hence Einstein said: Let us 
assume that it is impossible to 
observe omotion through’ ether, 
butthas compensation will always 
be complete: and let us work out 
a physics on that hypothesis, 

“We da not know,” he said, 
“whether the earth is moving a 
thousand miles a second of only 
an inch anhour. Allourattenpts 
to measure such ideas of motion

-Einstein virtually said: We must 


axsume that we shall never be 
able to get anything about, the 
motions of umatter through the 
ether and. we can only make 
deductions from the relativity of 
other motions of matter." _ 

Hence the new physics, declar- 
ed Sir Oliver, requires four co- 
ordinates—no: merely length, 
breadth and width—but time. 
Gravity, too, ceases to become a 
force, but becomes a quality in a 
fourth dimensioned space. — 

“The death knell of the ether 
has been sounded, and there come 
strangely varying properties out 
of emptiness, for Einstein's 
theory is not dynamical. Euclid 
becom incorrect when applied 
to existing realities. 

“Either there is a boundary to 
space or there js not; but, person- 
ally, I cannot conceive either. 
Though we must assume that one 
of these theories is right. 

“To my mind, the great achieve- 
ment of Einstein is his discovery 
of gravity in its relation to other. 
forces.” * 

Sir Oliver concluded with a 
prediction that the new physics 
would dominate all other physics 
and the next generation of ma- 
thematical professors would have 
a terrible time of it. (Laughter.) 

“For University courses and 
for all purposes of scholastic 
instruction we shall have 
the Galiledn and Newtonian 
dynamics, but they will reign as 
a ‘limited monarchy,’ and sooner 
or later the Binds in physics will 
influence the intelligent man."

AN IRISH GRIEVANCE AND 
A MISFIT. 


Recently Mr. Georze Bernard 
Shaw's play “Androcles and the 
Lion “was running at the Abbey 

heatre, Dublim. 

Atailoris one of the characters, 
and a branch of the Amalgamted 
Sonety of Tailors in a very im- 
portant Trish town apparently 
came to the conclusion that 
G.BS. was. holding their craft 
to up ridicule. 

They consequently wrote a 
letter to Mr. Lennox Robinson, 
the manager. 

Dear Sir.--At a special meet- 
ing the Atbay play was discussed, 
about the part of the tailor. The 
members think, it is out of place 
and little making, and if you 
could remove it fron the p.ay they 
would feel obliged. 

An-early reply will much oblige 
and pardon me if I am intruding. 

Mr. Robinson. having sent this 
document on to Mr. Shaw, has 
received the following reply :-— 

Thank you for sending me the 
letter of the -- tailors. I was 
amazed at its contents. Ever 
since the thoatre existed tailors 
have been introduced into plays 
only to be ridiculed, called snip. 
made the butt ofjests about being 
only the ninth part.of a man, and 
represented as cowards and 
starvelings. 

Even Shakespeare makes the 
‘eo of on of his plays address a 
tailor in the following terms:-~ 

“Thou liest, thou thread, thou 
thimble, thou yard, toree-quart- 
ers, half-yard, quarter nail. 
Thou flea, thou nit, thou winter 
cricket, thou-—brav'd. 
own house with a skein of 
thread? Away! thou rag, thou 
quantity, thou remnant; or .I 
shall so ba-mete thee with thy 
yard, as thou shalt think on 
prating whilst thou liv'st.” 

These lines have been spoken 
onthe staga for 390 years, and 
many others, equally insulting, 
by English authors, and no Irish 
tailor has ever protested. 

But when an Irish author for 
the first time makes a tailor the 
hero of a play, representing him 
as gentle, kindly, brave, wise, 
devoted, a martyr tthe Christian 
faith. and greatly the superior of 
the Emperor, who nuns to him for 
protection : ‘then, if you please, 
for the first time in history, a 
sosiety of Irish tailors tells me 
that I am belittling them, and ask 
me to remave the tailor from the

Gracie’s Banking is a State 
venture ana larger scale.

The 
side of the. building overlooking 
the garden is ali windows, open- 
ing” on a wide." terrace of 
red sandstone, with déep benches 
fur summer nights. At the 
angle of the building is 
a dining-room there any man 
may drink beer with his 
meal for-the trouble of fetching it 
from the room next door, which 
leads again to the billiard and 
rocial rpom. ¢ 

The feature of the dinnirg-ra0m 
is a great Scots ingle. built for 
the most part of old materials. A 
great fire blazes on the flagged 
hearth, and large- seats taken 
from an old public-house flank it. 
The ingle with its cosy, low ceil- 
ing. is almost a room initself, 

The whole place is decorated 
is primrose and scarlet and 
bright blue. Its cheerfulness at- 
tractsnot only working men but 
teachers, doctors, ‘and . bank 
managers. The other wing of 
this people’s hall containg a 
picture palace, with tip-up seats, 
and all the latest films. A room 
used insummeras atea-room, with 
large windows opening onto the 
flagged terrace, is used at present 
by farmers end market men who 
want to transact their busines 
under cover.

POSTMANS XMAS BOX. 

There is a growing - revolt 
among London postmen against 
the practice of asking for Christ- 
mas boxes, writes a Dai!, Chronicle 
representative.

‘Vessels owned by British shipping companies entering ports of the! 


British Isles carried three-fourths of the imports and exports. At 
that very critical period. if England had not been able to keep her 
ships moving, or ifshe Had not possessed the. necessary tonnage, 
her industries would have been paralysed, and the inhabitants of 
the British Isles would very soon have been in a state of starvation. 
Nor vould France have held out for very long. Butsuch acalamity 
to civilisation did not take place. The British Merchant Service, 
protected by the fighting Flect. held the seas and, in spite ofthe 
* sink without trace” pulicy of Germany's leaders, continued 19 
feed the civilian population of Great Britain, the Armies of England. 
France, Belgium and afterwards, to a very great extent, those of 
Qmerica in sdditiun, right up to the fateful hour on the llth of 
November, iv1k, when Germany signed the recognition of her 
complete collapse. . 
Some idea of the mugnitude of what the British Merchant Service 
undertook in the way of transport may be gathered from the official 
statistics, Over 23 million effectives and 314 million non-effectives 
were transported, with a luss by enemy action of 4,394, The follow- 
ing figures are correct and show shat the English Merchant Service 
transported during the War:---193,000 prisoners, 214 million animais, 
48 million tons of British military stores, 512,000 vehicles, 5 million 
tons of Allied stores. 60 thousand million tons of oi! and fuel. To 
England wes conveyed from abroad in British bottoms 130 thousand 
million tons of foodstuffs and other materials. Then there was the 
transport of the American Army.” All the world, Germany included, 
looked on in amazement at this feat. Admiral Sims has put Great 
Britain's share on record thus: “ Americans,” he said, “seemed to 
regard it a» a miracle that their Navy had transported to Europe in 
a few. months million and a half troops and had protected 
them on the way. Americans did not do that. Great 
Britain did. She brought two-thirds of them and escorted half.” 
Since the signing of the Armistice the greater part of America’s 
" fighting forces have been returned to the U.S.A. by American ships. 
We have dealt so far with past achievements, but what about pre-, 
“gent and future devclipments of the British Mercantile Marine? 
The leeway lost during the war, owing to the enemy submarine 
campaign, ix fost being made up. ‘In the first six months of 1919, 
280 vessels of 733,207 tons gross, were launched by the shipbuilding 
yards of Great Britain and, concurrently with this. the Admiralty 
teleased a number of merchant vessels which had been taken over 
as auxiliary cruisers, mine sweepers, etc. These ships go straight 
‘to the yards, are reconditioned for “Trade” warfare and returned 
‘to their private owners. Moreover, 183 vessels of 659,800 tons were 
begun in the June quarter, bringing the amount of new construction 
_ in the U.K. up to 782 veasels of 244 million tons gross. These show

BOOTS AT $0 TIMES THE 
PRE-WAR PRICE. 


Last May there died athis post “It would Actually pay to buy 


in Manchester a young scientist 
whom Mr. E, V. Lucas has des- 
cribed as “the honestest and 
most understandingly tolerant 
man that ever lived.” His name 
was Dr. Charles Goring. and he 
had published some time before 
his death a massive treatise on 
the criminal which,other experts] 
in criminology regard as epoch- 
making. 

This treatise—“The English 
Convict’’—has just been -re- 
published in a popular abridged 
form at 3s. by His Majesty's 
Stationery Office, with anew pre- 
face by Dr. Karl Pearson. the 
famous biological statistician of 
London University. In, his pre- 
face Dr. Pearson, surveying the 
result of Goring’s "examination 
of the physiqué and pedigree of 
3,000 convicts, puts forward some 
extraordinarily interesting opin- 
ions as to how criminals are made, 

‘The chief of these conclusions 
js that a tendency to crime is in- 
herited, like a tendency to melan- 
cholia, and probably with equal 
‘disregard to social rank or sur- 
roundings. Just as the members 
of some families are specially 
inclined to commit suicide, so the 
‘members of oiher families are 
specially incline! -to commi. 
crimes. 

“There are families.” writes 
Professor Pearson. “lin which. 
generation after generation. in. 
dividual members take to drink, 
to gambling, and ultimately, very 
frequently, to fraud: the so-called 
“black sheep“ appears ard re- 
appears, brings disgrace upon the 
family here, or is convenientl> 
shipped and lost in the wastes 
of East’ or West. . 

“J am convinced that lack of 
social instinct is hereditary, and 
this in families where there is no 
lack of training and supervision. 
where the environinent, in short, 
is good, and there is no traditios 
of grime. for the failures are kep: 
acrat from at least the younyer 
generation.” 

tlis summing up, accordingly, 
i “ that crime is more 
lergely a result of nature 
than of nurture.” The animal 
is usually a man with 
a mental defect, owing.to which 
he never possessed, and never 
will possess, the instinct of the 
gregarious animal, the instinct 
which compels it to observe the 
rules of the pack. He has uo 
sense of social or moraf respon- 
sibilicy, withort which any 
‘society, either of man of beasts. 
must cease to exist. 

Tan you datect a criminal br 
the shape of his head 2? Lemtroso, 
the Italian criminologist, taugh: 
that youcan. Goring's researches 
seem to show that you cannot. 
He measured the beads ,of 800 
convicts and reconstructed the 
typical criminal head. He 
then compared this head with 
the type obtained from a bat- 
talion of Royal Engineers. The 
difference was found to be unsub- 
stantial. Hencé the horns of'a 
dilemma; eitherthe men of the 
Royal Engineers are potential 
criminals, or criminals do net 
differ in the shape of the head 
from the general population.

and sell them wholesale in Eng-

This remarkable extract from a 
letter, written by a British trader 
in Cologne, who went over to 
Germany to investigate the pos- 
sibility of exporting footwear to 
that country, was shown recently 
toa Daily Chronicle representa- 
tive by the head of a large firm of 
boot factors. 

“Yes, “ he declared, “although 
there'is something approaching 
a boot famite on the Continent, 
this is quite feasible. It. is one 
of the unfortunate results af the 
abnormal rates of exchange. 

“British manufacturers could 
do an enormous business with 
European countries,” he went 
on, “if only the exchange was 
no. so heavily against their 
potential,customers, 

. “As itis. British boots, expori- 

ed at a profit, cannot be placed 
on the German market at much 
less than 30 times the pre-war 
prices: in Rumania the advance. 
would be about 1,200 per cent; 
and in France and Belgium pbout 
600 percent. 

“Although the Continent is 
very short of ‘footwear. the 
scarcity js not so acute that the 
consumer is willing to pay such 
high prices as this. 

“Charges of British manu- 
facturers have increased fourfold 
since 1914, and the variation of 
the exchange makes up the 
difference in the price at which 
it is possible to sell English goods 
in these countries. 

“Before the war our firm car- 
ried on a large export business, 
now there is * nothing doing.’ 

“ As soonas the armistice was 
signed my brother weat to Bel- 
sium, eager to arrange for the sale 
of about £159.000 worth af boots 
and shoes. but the journey ,was 
absolutely useless. He tried other 
sountries, but so far not one single 
deal has materialised. 

“Tet me illustrate the reason 
by taking a case in point,” he 
continued, producing a pair of 
ladies’ boots. “Before the 
warl could have bought these 
wholesale for about 5s. each. 
Now the manufactures’ price is 
228.6d, 

“If I wanted to sell this line in 
Germany for, say, 24s. 6d., nature 
ally I should demand to be paid 
in English money- Unfortunately 
the equivalent of this sum, at the 
current rate of exchange, is over 
170 marks,.or what would nomin- 
ally be more then £8 10s_ in Bri- 
ish coinage. 

“German manufacturers can 
Ipiace their goods on the market 
for much less, In fact, ifonly they 
had a surplus after satisfying the 
bome demand, they could sell in 
England at a lower price than 
the British retailer‘is charging.
